The broadcast said police 
had seized the gunman who re- 
portedly was acting on orders of 
the Darul Islam group of Moslem 
fanatics. 


Because today is an Indonesian 


national holiday, communications 
were irregular between Jakarta 
and the oufside world. It was 
believed news reports of the shoot-:
